The invention disclosed in the description of the current application relates, in general, to the production of metal 


oxide/hydroxide catalytic material having a high mesoporous area. 




These materials are produced by treating a metal salt with a base in an aqueous environment to precipitate the 


* metal as an oxide or hydroxide, removing the water by evaporation, washing the precipitate to remove any 


remaining metal salt. Although these steps are quite standard within the art they are usually followed by a 


calcining or high temperature baking step which is not taught in the current application. 


The current application claims are consequently considered to be novel and inventive over the prior art 


identified. 
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
